were so inutfcnse that their own cap- 
italization Ijccamc a source of weak- 
ness. They strode across the trade 
and commerce of this country each 
like a mighty colossus. Their' power 
was complete. 
The first efforts of 


these concerns after their formation 
was to enter.the field of peaceful com- 
petition in trade . and destroy their 
rivals. These vast unlimited "capital- 
ized institutions crushed out the small 
competitors as remorselessly and with 
»3 much apparent satisfaction as n 
wild beast devours its prey. 
They 


scattered ruin and disaster in thair 
path-way 
where 
honest citizenship 


sought legitimately to compete with 
them, if they did not yield -to their 
demands. 


No Legitimate Field. 


There, is not now and never was a 


legitimate field for these predatory 
combinations. 
Will) 
such immense 


capital they readily discerned.that un- 
less they couhl limit production and 
inflate prices, tliey would be unable to 
pay a dividend oh their entire capital- 
ization. 
They soon understood that 


the power, to combine and form a trust 
meant-the.power, to control .production 
and fix prices; and the. power; to fix 
prices meant the power to fix them low 
enough to crush out, competition and 
then fix them high enough to exploit 
tlm consumer, and consequently after 
this power was acquired prices went 
up ou every' conceivable article, thai 
the trust made.and distributed; 


These combinations, as a "result of 


the exercise of power, created such a 
demand for the intervention of the 
.courts that the appeal could no longer 
be resisted.. 
The administration at 


Washington singled out such combina- 
tions as could stand it and instituted j 
prosecutions for a violation . of . the | 
Sherman anti-trust law. Congress, in 
addition to the usual .appropriation of 
$500,000 • to maintain the department 
of justice, two years .ago appropriated 
$200,000 to employ additional counsel 
to prosecute these organizations of 


s wealth, so numerous and flagrant we'-e 


their violations of the 'law. 
With 


• these combinations at.the very zenith' 


of their power, I quote tnY language of 
ifr. Taft-to amplify the situation: 


.'•H the abuses of-monopoly and dis- 


' i-rimination' cannot .be restrained, if 


tli'e,. concentration of power made pos- 
sible .by such abuses continues to in- 


. 'crease, and.it is made manifest that 


-under the system of individualism an'd 
private property the tyranny and 6p- 
IJI-CSMOII of an oligarchy of wealth 
(-."iimot bo.-avoided, then socialism will 
triumph/' 


Which Shall Control? 


What of the future?- Shall the gov- 


ernment control, the. trusts, or shall 
the-trusts control the government? 
Shall wo preserve and perpetuate the 
individualism—the initiative and that 
fair and free competition that for 
more than a century has been a'feced 
principle iu all ow-developments of 
art and commerce; or shall we sur- 
render to these stupendous organiza- 
tions, that right guaranteed to us'in 
the federal and in all our state consti- 
tutions—the right to fairly and hon- 
estly compete for 
preferment 
and 


trade? Big business and high finance 
now occupy the political stage, arid 
their activity engages the- thought 'of 
all earnest men. 
These two great 


forces in our economic life assert that 
competition has been superccded as an 
economic principle by combination and 
co-operation. 
I have no hesitation in 


saying that I believe that great com- 
binations of capital in the development 
•of our commercial affairs arc here (o 
stay. 


Strict Federal Supervision. 


.If so. they should.be under the strict 


supervision of the federal 'government. 
Their proper and lawful field cV opera- 
tion ought to lie made perfectly plain 
by amendments to the Sherman anti- 
trust law. and a violation 
of the 


statute should constitute a . felony, 
punishable by the imprisonment of the 
administrative officers of the corpora- 
tion transgressing the law!

must be protected and legitimate bust- 
ness must be protected, and encour- 
aged, but so must the people be pro- 
tected: but protection to business 
does not mean a license to destroy by 
unlawful and

Sights of Big Business. 


Did Mr. Kingsh-y spe«k for the bis 


"business interests of this country? 1 
inquire whether he ha* tin- power ami 
authority from these corporations as 
their representative to fling defiant 
of law and its enforcement iu the fa« 
of the executive oflkers of the fcdera 
SOVernrucnlT. Can Jr.. as their reprt 
scntative. maintain the right of meu 
I'ugaged.in.big business to adopt a 'aw 
for themselves, and to announce- that 
the government's attempt to brook 
their course is futile? Such a declara- 
tion under present conditions assumes 
a. right, invested with 
siu-h latent 


power as may be oirtessary to establish 
an economic principle and its enforce- 
ment suitable to the purpose of the-ts 
combinations which in 
no .civilized 


governmeut has ever been recognized. 
.Mr. Kiwjslcv proclaims a conflict bn- 
tweeji what he terms co-operation and 
competition and declares that this 
new-born doctrine must triumph over 
the federal law. In other words, this 
uew theory of co-operation, that car- 
ries with it the power to exploit both 
the producer and the consumer by de- 
priving llmm of a competitive market, 
making the price of raw material un- 
duly low and the price, of the finished 
product unduly high; the ruin of men 
in certain coveted localities who pro- 
duce a certain article of trade by sell- 
ing in competition with them under the 
cost of production; refusing to furnish 
goods to a dealer who buys of a rival 
concern; the boycotting and blacklist- 
ing of business men who do not main- 
tain the retail price list of the trusts— 
these are some of the weapons that 
Mr. Kings!*-}' want* recognized as law- 
ful means to drive out the "barbarism 
of competition," ' He is not alone in 
this contention. Mr..Geor<re YV. Per- 
kins, of tainted recollections; Mr.'Car- 
negie, who owns a. .vast interest in the 
American steel trust, and Mr. Oary. 
its president, with .many other captains 
of finance, .are in hearty accord. with 
Mr..KingslKy., 


Make Cloak of Co-operation. 


These gentlemen talk about co-opera- 


tion as a new economic principle as a 
radical republican talks about protec- 
tion—as if there WHS some magic and 
equity in tlio-simple, use of the wofd. 
Great corporations attempt to give the 
term co-operation,, having a fixed 
meaning, a 
new significance. 
Co- 


operation has always meant a division 
of the profits among all persons con- 
cerned, but these institutions convert 
it into a,cloak to conceal a ons-sided 
combination of .capital .where 
the 


profits and .surplus is divided among 
those originally contributing the cap- 
ital. Having control of the market in 
their respective lines, these combina- 
tions proceed to parcel out the terri- 
tory and the consumers .and establish- 
a despotism .over the respective terri- 
tory of each. Against such a despot- 
ism in business fair and honorable co- 
operation is 'denied a right to produce, 
through economy and efficiency, a nor- 
mal vigor in trade and maintain a 


..resitraiiit. of,'excessive, prices to the.; 
, consumer.; Mr.1 Gary and Mr. Carnegie,, 
before "the Stanley - committee-investi- 
gating the.steel trust, stated that in 
their opinion, the government through 
a commission ought to'fix.a, maximum 
price. for the steel products and the 
products of those • great commercial 
combinations,- controlling commerce in 
their respective lines. Then', proposi- 
tion correctly evolved is. that when a 
corporation through enmhinntibjr mid 
co-operation.comes into control of the 
market for the goods in. their respec- 
tive lines, as the American steel com- 
pany did,; through its correlating sub- 
sidiary 'connections, -then ,the federal 
government .is to give it protection, .fix 
the maximum prices for.its goods, un- 
derwrite its. watered.stocks and bonds, 
abet them, in crushing out .competition 
and give them immunity from prosecu- 
tion as a violator of the law and there- 
by, license- it in its field of commercial 
uxplqitafcion. 
. • ' 


• Involves Life of Government 
. I warn you tiiinking men1 before me 
of'the'possible consequence of'a fed- 
eral act capable of such interpretation. 
This proposition involves- the very life 
of the-government. When-such- eco- 
nomic methods written into law shall 
have destroyed-all incentive to indi- 
vidual initiative, wlien'the government 
shall have turned over \o a. few men 
all the great agencies for production, 
transportation and distribution 
and 


left room for nothing else, save a 
corps of well-trained' subordinates to

Impossible as it may appear, organ- 
ized socialism i? against competition 
and-rtn ally and advocate of this new 
socialist and wage-earner.of socialistic 
believe that co-operation -nic-ans tlic 
fixed, unchangeable, wage scale, based 
upon n fair division 'of the profit?.

That is the rock of "new legislation" 


i* .Adcantas upon ivhkh the general as- 
sembly threatens to split. The initiative 
aud referendum, which were adopted bv 
the people in 1910, with the personal as- 
siitaiice of William Jennings Bryan and 
tb« National League of People's Kule. 
are getting into full swing iu Arkansas, 
*nd the law-makers are wondering where 
th«r conte in. 


"Why a the legislature?" is the ques- 


tion that it bains asked by many, and it 
J4 agreed that its abolitiuu has-'bci-n all 
but accomplished indirectly. 
Already 


tl* new principle of popular government 
is being invoked to restrict the sessions 
of the legislature to sixty days, whereas 


.. they have been running" twice as long, 


and the temperament of the people is 
such that it will be adopted, 


Will Clip Legislature's Wings. 


The popular hubit of "cussing the leg- 


i»l»ture" is to be succeeded by an e?- 
fective clipping of legislative wings by 
the people who have reserved unto them- 
selves that power. Those, who oppose 
the principle contend that the people 
will find the "new legislation" 
much 


more expensive than the old and that 
its1 popularity will begin to -wane after 
it his had a few years trial. 


The first elections under the initiative 


and referendum amendment to the con- 
stitution, as vitalized' by the enabling 
net passed by the late legislature, will 
occur in September, 1912, and already 
there nre petitions 011 file in the ollice 
of the secretary of state catling for cither 
an initiative or a referendum vote on 
twelve propositions. Only onc of these, 
however, is state-wide, the others Vicing 
local. 
• 


Tt is expected that as many more will 


be filed-by the latter part of June, the 
time for filing for fall elections will ex- 
pire. Many of these will be on state- 
wide questions, several such being in 
circulation. 


• One Law Is Referred. 


Under- Hie terms of the amendment, nil 


petitions for referendum must bo filed 
within nicty days after the close of the 
legislative session at which the net was 
passed. Only onc of the acts of the late 
general assembly has been so referred— 
the revenue measure known as the Tur- 
ncr-Jacobsoti bill. This is the paramount 


. issue in state politics at this time.

• Banking Bill Is Likely. 


It.is probable that Kepresentativc ft. 


S. .War-nock, o£ Magnolia, will -initiate 
the banking bill which he introduced in 
the late Louse. This was "an act for 
.the organization and control of bunks, 
trust companies and savings banks; pro- 
viding for th« security of depositors of 
incorporated banks and trust companies: 
providing for'a depositors' guarantee 
fund, and fixing- the terms by 
which 


banks and trust companies 7iiny avail 
their depositors of tlie benefits of said 
fund: prescribing the power? and duties 
of (he commission of banking; creating 
'a state banking department; providing 
for penalties for the violation of this 
act."

The, ohjtct of parasitism is the con- 


trol of iiiHoct pests by the introductioi 
til their natural insect enemies. These 
are always small-, and sometimes micro 
acopic in size. To find them, breed them 
in confinement in commercially import 
ant numbers and distribute them wher 
.ever agricultural or horticultural pests 
arc found is tlie task set for the para 
sitologists. 


This strange business of breeding in

them to work fighting other insects is 
carried on in the California' state insect 
nry on a much larger scale than any 
where else in the .world. Millions, of in 
sects of many kinds am] of various sizes 
are here reared for distribution to tbi 
orangP and olive groves, peach, apple 
prune and apricot orchards, cantaloupe 
and watermelon Holds and other garden 
ing and orange specialties.

Food Supply Important. 


The only food upon which parasitic 


nsects flouridh is the "host" that nature 
designed them to hold in check. Simi- 
arly, the only food adapted to the taste 
and digestive organs of prcdaceous in- 
sects are other smaller and weaker in 
sects that feed upon vegetable tissues 
•iud are therefore dangerous to farmers 
friHt growers and gardeners. 
In an in- 


ncct breeding establishment, therefore, it 
13 necessary that an abundant supply ol 
pest-infected leaves, branches or fruil 
be kept always on hand in order that 
the beneficial insects be assured of 
plentiful food siruily. 


Most insects, whether 
injurious 
or 


beneficial, parasilic'or prcdaccous, may 
be kept in a darinant condition, or prac, 
tieally suspended animation, for-an in 
definite period, simply by keeping them 
in a room with a temperature too lou 
to promote their development. In this 
way the breeding operations of the state 
inacctary at Sacramento are reduced to 
the lowest possible terms.

Thsy inran to 
tind those checks, introduce them and 
limn savo to agriculturists and horticul- 
turists the millions of dollars now de- 
stroyed by insect pests and the other 
millions of dollars spent in the applica- 
tion of insecticides. 


In the development of the science of 


parasitism California lead* til other ' 
ttatei in tlia union—a, fact due, no 
doubt, to the overshadowing importance 
of its fruit-growing industries. Jfever-. 
theless, it may be regarded as m cer- 
tainty that every other state in th» 
union will sooner or later be compelled 
to follow th«i California example, aud 
enlist beneficial insect* to fight the Ue- 
gtroving hosts of insect pe§t«.
